Viterbo. Italy (Special).—Detacn- 
menta of police heavily armod and 
carbineers surrounded tho atatlon 
here Baturday at the arrival of 32 
members of the Camorra, who are to 
aland trial for the murder of James 
Cuocoln, a leading member of the 
band, who had Incurred the venge¬ 
ance of tho Camorrlsta for alleged 
acta of treachery. Cuocolo'a body 
was found on the seashore near 
Naples in June, 1906, and the^yuti- 
luted body of hi* wife was dl^jer- 
ed shortly afterward 1A a boulWwar- 
by. 

Extraordinary precautions were 
taken to guard the prisoners and to 
prevent any attempt at tbelr release. 
They have boon In close confluenjent 
for more than three years, and hun¬ 
dreds of their friends and relatives 
gathered at the station here Satur¬ 
day. Police detachment* were sta¬ 
tioned at varlou* points, and when 
the train arrived from Naples there 
was a scene of riot and disorder. 

It was known that nothing would 
be left undone to effect a rescue, and 
stringent Orders had been Issued to 
the police aud carbineers lo put down 
any such attempt by whatever means 
necessary. 

The prisoners descended from the 
car In group* ot five chained togeth¬ 
er.

T HOSE wto make up leathers Into 
forms that' are to decorate milli¬ 
nery. look with Interest upon each 
wearer of plumage and each separate 
feather. Many thousands of persons 
spend their working hours sewing 
p&sMng. wiring, branding suit other¬ 
wise manipulating the plumage of 
birds (mostly domestic fowls) Into 
new formr. Each leather la r-:,*.’ded 
with an ere to Its possibilities in tho 
evolution of something new by tbe 
manufacturers. Even tbe tiny (anth¬ 
ers from tbe neck of tbe ylgeon or 
peacock are bandied separately, In 
making up the most expensive pieces. 
Just lately, large butterflies made of 
these, pasted to a foundation, covered 
on tbs outside and Inside of tho 
wings with the tiny feathers have 
made us marvel at tbe work of tbe 
designers. You can Imagine tbe 
sheen of the wings and the splendor 
of color. The bodies are if velvet 
and tbe antennae of wired chenille or 
gold cord. 

In Fig. 1 ft feather piece la 

shows, in which the form Is purely 
artlflclal, that la, not made to copy 
any particular natural object, but an 
arrangement of plumago from differ¬ 
ent sources Into an ornamental piece. 
The designer must consider whether 
hls work la to be worn at-tho front, 
back or sides of a bat. The piece 
shown Is made for the front Beau¬ 
tiful and wonderful color studies and 


graceful lines are brought out in 
many of these decorations now at- ' 
most universal. 

To use them effectively, where they 
are largo or elaborate, one most 
choose a proper shape and color, and 
remember that tbe hat and other trim¬ 
ming stuff* are to be considered as a 
background for tbe feather. In (he ex- 
ainplo shown the velvot shape and rib¬ 
bon bows all la one color and shade, 
frame In the handsome piece mounted 
at the front 

A small feather piece Is not nsed In 
this way. The other trimming select¬ 
ed for the bat, leads up to It, and the 
fancy feruiicr Is to be used as the fin¬ 
ishing touch, simply part of a whole. 
But milliners, and therefore manufac¬ 
turers, are regarding with ever In¬ 
creasing favor, those feather pieces 
that are almost If not quite a com¬ 
plete trimming in themselvee. 

Nearly all the wings worn on hats 
are ’’made' wings, which term distin¬ 
guishes them from “natural" wings. 
They are made vo cleverly that It 1* 
difficult to believe thoy are put to¬ 
gether by tho hand of man. A pair 
of snrh wings springing from a band 
of feathers, la shown In Fig. 3. The 
band and wtnga form a single piece 
for which the velvet-draped turban 
makes an effective background. Buch 
feather pieces make the work of the 
home milliner easy.
